EDINBURGH. July 24— Ihterna- 
national relations and the proposed 
world university became the center 
of interest at today’s discussions of 
the World Federation of Education 
Associations. In an impassioned ad- 
dress at the afternoon session of the 
university group, Prof. Paul Otlet of 
the Union of International Associa- 
tions at Brussels, called for the es- 
tablishment of a world university. 
He declared that the developments 
of the world, the progress of natural 
science and the need of nations for 
a better understanding necessitated 
the existence of an international in- 
stitute of learning. 

“The world university,” he said, 
“must have for its aim the uniting of 
intellectual fofces in a movement of 


superior instruction and universal | 


high culture. It must have a central 
institution, with specialized and lo- 
ecalized branches of the autonomous 
institutions affiliated. It must bring 
into education of every stage new 
methods as well as the broad spirit 
of the humanities and international 
co-operation. It must be constituted 
upon a federative basis) ensuring the 
collaboration of universities, educa- 
tional establishments and great in- 
ternationa! associations, 


Independent of Politics 

“The central institution’ must be 
situated in the place most favorable 
to development and having already 
on hand resources for studies in the 
international domain. 

“The World Federation should move 
forward to the establishment of an 
international, intellectual center out- 
side and independent of all political 
activity.”

Up to the moment that this editorial 
is written only two replies out of 
a hundred or more had been received 
advocating moderation of the law: 
all others are strongly in favor of 
prohibition, giving their reasons 
therefor, and saying that they had 
seen no reason for changing ‘heir 
previously expressed view in favor 
of prohibition. 


This is far and 
opinion, the most important sym- 
posium which bas ever been pub- 
lished on the prohibition question. 
It will inevitably have a world- 
wide effect, for the nations of the 
world are studying the prohibition 
question as thev never did before. 
The combined liquor interests of 
the world are trying to break down 
prohibition in America, using their 
utmost power to influence public 
opinion. for this purpose.

“The beys and girls who at- 
tend these lectures and who are re- 
ceiying humane instruction in the 
public schools are preparing us for a 
day when people will not have to be 
reminded to be kind to animals. 

“The pioneering days of the hu- 
mane societies are gore. When I 
first began my work at the park 24 
years ago, the chief activity of such 
societies was prosecution. Now it is 
education. 

“Then, it was their most impor- 
tant duty to punish those who 
abused .animals. Now they are in- 
stilling the thought of the added 
value of well-treated animals wo 
repay all humane efforts in their 
behalf in dollars and cents. The few 
horses which are left on the city 
streets now are not the over-worked, 
half-starved creatures that formerly 
aroused the pity and indignation of 
everyone wiio loves animals. Prog- 
ress has been such that a state today 
is judged largely by its humane 
laws. This is only natural, the same 
as the character of a man is. often 
appraised by the way he treats his 
dog.”

CONCORD, N. H., July 24 (Special)

leges and responsibilities of Ameri- 
can citizenship, should pursue their 
recreation and some of their studie 
in the midst of atmospheres Irrevoc. 
ably associated with the earlies 
ideals of the Nation, and Miss Em- 
merton feels that making the impres- 
sive quadrangle of the Gables Yard 
by the addition of the several auxil- 
lary houses has re-created an authen-

Step by 
step she works out her plot to a 
conclusion, sometimes a 
futile conclusion, often a _  disap- 
pointing one, but one which the 
reader pyrsues more and more ar- 
dently to the end. There is slight 
ebb and flow, but a tide that con- 
stantly grows higher and higher. 

Mr. Hergesheimer works in much 
the same fashion. The ending of 
-“Balisand,” for example, is adum- 
brated in the very first words of 
the book. The dip of the oars, the

LONDON, July 24—-Those who revel

In the 41 years during which he 
has so completely dominated the game 
as “champion” as the doctor was 
always called, he hit 126 three-figure 
scores. Hobbs in half that number 
of years has made one century less. 
And the Surrey man, it must be re- 
membered, was kept out of the cricket 
field for some five years through the 
war.

put Grace's record far in the shade 
by now.

Moody's Weekly Review of Finan- 
cial Conditions in its current issue 
says in part: 

General trade is showing its normal 
development for;this season, and we 
may soon begin to witness special 
strength in the securities representing 
what ome might call the autumn in- 
dustries. lt is rather natural for 
stocks and the majority of bonds to 
respond to the prosperity of the in- 
dustries which they represent. 

Some of the businesses which are 
especially benefited by the autumn 
trade are the western railroads, the 
steel companies, store companies, coal 
companies, woolen mills and copper 
mines. 

No pessimism should be caused by 
possible weakness in foreign excaange 
bills..

not appear. In news dispatches announcing the 
Senator’s arrival.at Swampscott, Mass., Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s summer home, it. was stated 
that he believed a “revision of the rules, to some 
extent, was desirable.” In later dispatches the 
statement is unqualifiedly made that the Sena- 


ter “favors a revision of the rules.”’ But in all . 


references to the subject in discussions of his 
conferences with the President it has been de- 
clared that the Senator “agrees that the matter 
should be sidetracked in the next session to give 
way to important legislation.” 

Thus the way is paved for what appears to 
be an authoritative pronouncement from “White 
Court” to the effect that the President himself 
is opposed to the Dawes campaign to force. the 
Senate to revise its rules. 


It is explained, however, that this opposition. 


is not based upon the merits of the proposal, but 
solely upon the assumption, or belief, that such 
a contest, if entered upon, would hinder favora- 
bie action on those measures in which the Presi- 
dent and the Administration leaders are deeply 
interested, and upon the passage of which they 
believe the welfare of the country largely de- 
pends. In enumerating these measures or poli- 
cies, the tax revision bills, the World Court, and 
“legislation essential to prosperity and prog- 
ress” are mentioned. Revision of-the rules, if 
necessary, the President is said to have declared, 
should not be undertaken while the country is 
facing a legislative program such as that ar- 
ranged for next December. 

The legislative plan outlined includes, as will 
generally be admitted, those measures which 
should be agreed upon and passed with scarcely 
a dissenting vote. There is no serious disagree- 
ment among factional leaders within the Repub- 
lican Party regarding tax revision. Probably 
even the minority spokesmen will not stubbornly 
oppose what is.now known as the Mellon plan 


for a. reduction: all along the line, including 


a substantial lowering of surtax rates. It can 
hardly be seriously insisted that the injection 
of even-so important a subject as the proposed 
revision of-the Senate’s rules of procedure, ad- 
mitting the desirability of such a_ revision, 
conceded by both the President and the chair- 
man of the Rules Committee, would imperil the 
carrying out of the tax revision plan. 

Similarly there is, on the part of the people 
of the United States as a whole, a_practically 
undivided indorsement of the World Court and 
a desire that their Government actively partici- 
pate in its deliberations under the reservations 
proposed. It might be more convincingly argued 
that the failure of the Senate to commit the 
country to that policy has been possible be- 
cause of the existence of the very rules it is 
now proposed to revise than that the delay has 
been caused by the lack of.a majority in Con- 
gress favoring such action. Is it a fair assump- 
tion that there exists in either house of Con- 
gress a majority opposed to any program of 
“legislation. essential to prosperity and prog- 
ress”? The force of the argument in support of 
the revision of the Senate’s rules lies in the 
claim that while those rules remain as they are, 
the will of the majority is in danger of being 
subjugated to the will of a powerful, if not an 
actually dominant, minority. 

National progress has not always been shown 
to be dependent upon party harmony. There 
exists today, fortifying and supporting the 
President in- his efforts to insure the passage 
of the very measures whose success he seeks 
to assure, a powerful though silent popular 
majority. The essential need is an opportunity 
for the expression of the popular will, as op- 
posed to the partisan will of those who stub- 
boernly misrepresent, or the pleadings of those 
whose voices, raised in eloquent but ineffective 
protest, have been stifled. 


A constantly diminishing return from passen- 
ger traffic has turned the attention of the rail- 
ways to the need of cre- 
ating a new type of busi- 

ness to replace that 
which is tending more 
and more. to desert the 
railroad and to use the 
highways. A _ growing 
number of commercial

eliminate the necessity of transfer for himself 
and his. baggage between station and hotel. 

As ‘the situation is one which cannot be cor- 
rected by the operation of more or faster trains, 
excepting in isolated cases, the problem of the 
rail lines is that of creating a new business, 
rather than endeavoring to combat the transi- 
tion. in transportation which promises to de- 
crease the railroad travel in increasing volume. 
As one solution, the excursion trains so popular 
a decade ago have been restored to service with 
gratifying results. The railroads have found 
that a vast number of prospective passengers 
exist, who are waiting only for attractive rates 
before taking a rail journey to a point of scenic 
or historical interest, or to a resort.

carriers would not obtain if it were not for the 
very low tates offered for these particular one 
or two-day journeys. By concentrating the 
movement into a single day and on special 
trains, and with an advance knowledge of the 


»D ate humber of passengers, thus avoid- 
in the hauling-of unoccupied cars, these trains 
are‘operated at substantial profits. : 

- This type of business is: new, generally speak- 
ing. To replenish a decreasing passenger reve- 
nué, other types of new. traffic must also be 
developed. Despite the profitable sale of round- 
trip ti¢kets between the east and west, giving 
séngers. the right to use Pullmans, no such 
tours ‘are offered by railroads in the east, at 
least not/at reductions sufficient to create new 
travel or’'travel which otherwise would not come 
to thé railroads. Whether the region be New 
England, the middle Atlantic es. or the far 
west, the “ rates” can ays be relied 


upon with certainty to bring to the rail lines a . 


large number of travelers to fill-the now partly 
empty cars. 

Railroad executives in general are not traffic 
men. A-few have come up ‘through freight 
traffic departments, but none are passenger ex- 
perts. Being graduates of ‘the departments of 
operation, law, engineering or finance, they have 
little..conception. of the “passenger. situation. 
Their aim has been more the cutting of costs 
than the'creation of business. How much this 
attitude has- cost. the railways in the past five 
years is seen in the annual decrease in en- 
ger revenue, now more than $200,000 under 
that of 1920. If the railways are unwilling to 
make an effort to hold their passenger business, 
little sympathy can be proffered them if, their 
revenues continue to decrease. But with numer- 
ous examples of the profits which can be made 
from excursions and round trips before them, 
when augmented by the proper advertising, 
there is: n to believe that the alert passen- 
ger veanedlibe can create a new business which 
not only will replace the lost traffic, but may 
even exceed in volume that which has been 
usurped by the motorcar.

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tween the British Nation 
on one side and the 
drink trade on the other. 
One is trying to check 
and the other to increase 
or stimulate the use of intoxicating liquors. 
Lord Astor, claiming to be familiar with polit- 
ical conditions in America as well as in Great 
Britain, said in speaking of the liquor trade: 
“Its influence on British politics, national and 
municipal, can only be compared to the influ- 
ence of Tammany in New York politics. It 
claims to control 2000 votes in every con- 
stitnuency.” 

Lord Astor took occasion to explain that he 
had undertaken to study the machinations of 
the drink trade in the politics of his country 
because of his desire to protect Lady Astor 
from the vicious attacks directed upon her fol- 
lowing the delivery of her maiden speech in 
the House of Commons. Because she had dis- 
played the courage to stand up and speak the 
truth, he said, the directors of the activities of 
the liquor trade in politics had endeavored to 
drive Lady, Astor out of public-life. It is a sig- 
nificant-and hopeful sign of the times, and an 
assuring promise of the final success of the 
campaign of education now being carried on in 
many. countries throughout the world, that 
these efforts, to suppress those with vision 
enough and courage enough to speak the truth 
have failed, and that they are destined to fail 
generally. . pA 

No great reform is ever wrought among 
nations of'free peoples without the accompany- 
ing warfare in -which, sometimes for genera- 
tions, the issue seems; to the observer, uncér- 
tain and the decision doubtful. In the United 
States, within the memory of many; two great 
national reforms have been established. Human 
slavery and the drink traffic have been out- 
lawed by ‘constitutional pronouncements. But 
these advance steps were not taken casually or 
as a matter of course, Advocates .of\ these re- 
forms were once: treated with far less respect 
than is shown by the political foes of Lady 
Astor. Every subterfuge and recourse known 
to designing’ and crafty politicians, was em- 
ployed in an effort to discredit and confound 
the earlier advocates of civic righteousness. 

But the day came in the United States, as it 
is bound to come in England and in every other 
democracy, when:the thinking masses realized 
that a wide difference exi between moral 
and mere partisan or politi issues. It was 
with the coming of this realization in reference 
to both slavery and the liquor traffic that the 
people of the United: States literally divorced 
those’ issues from partisan litics and saw 
them in their true light and nat Isignificance. 

Perhaps Lady Astor and her courageous con- 
sort will net be able, unaided and alone, to 
establish in England, at this time; the great 
reform which they are advocating. The early 
abolitionists and the temperance advocates who 
blazed the trail for later generations of workers 
in the United States realized only a hopeful 
vision of what was some time to be. They were 
often maligned and misunderstood;' and their 
motives were unjustly assailed. It is the way 
of all such great undertakings. Those first to 
catch the faint glimpses of a better day lave 
suffered. persecution, sometimes derision, and 
the contempt of those who cling to the inherit- 
ances from generations which even they claim 
to less progressive than their own. 

“Tie whole world has looked out to see the 
dawning, perhaps in some distant land, of this 
day of. glorious promise. The influences which 
have sought to discredit the work being done 
by this courageous daughter of America in the 
country of her adoption will be impotent in 
stemming the rising tide of enlightened public 
sentiment which will one day support her and

Associations, and it has 
before it projects that seek the establishment 
of world concord and the elimination of national 
misunderstandings. Of the proposals under 
consideraton, one of the most striking is that 
looking toward the revamping of textbooks on 
history and geography—a proposal which, al- 
though not by any means new, demands serious 
consideration because of its significance and the 
part it is likely to play in future discussions of 
international amity. 4 

It has been held, and with good reason, that 
it is not in politics but in. the schools where. 
the greatest work can be done to effect a mu- 
tual understanding among peoples. The chan- 
celleries of Europe, the governments of the Bast, 
the nations of the West, may enter into friendly 
agreements, but of what avail if the. imtellect 
of humanity is not bent upon peace? To what 
purpose do states sign pacts if at the same time 
they harbor notions of revenge? The settle- 
ment of a difference by war is never satisfac- 
tory. How, then, to educate people to settle a 
difference by other means? 

The educators now in session believe an ap- 
peal should be made to the younger generation, 
to the youth whose attitude toward world prob- 
lems is being determined largely in the class- 
room. ., History books, it is held, should exalt 
peace and not glorify war. They should subor- 
dinate the military life of a nation, rather than 
fix the student’s attention upon it. 

Geographies likewise, it is affirmed, should not 
accentuate the differences between races, but 
should emphasize the things of common inter- 
est.. Barriers between states often are ‘only 
imaginary. People cross frontiers without 
knowing which side they are on; frequently 
they converse with strangers—nationals of 
other comntries—many of whose characteristics 
they cannot distinguish from their own. It ig the 
effort to understand one’s neighbor that drives 
away distrust. “If you would cease to dislike 
a man,%a distinguished writer says, “try to get 
nearer his heart.” 

Patriotism need not be sacrificed to this ideal. 
A more éthical conception of it, however, would 
be encouraged by the educators at Edinburgh.

They would divorce patriotism from racial bigotry | 


and national selfishness. The newer standard 
would teach that the highest good of one na- 
tion is intimately bound up with the highest 
good of all other nations. Thus it would be pos- 
sible for the individual to express the fondest 
appreciation for the nationals of another flag 
without in any way detracting from the loye-of 
his own fatherland. 

Carlyle, when he struggled for years in his 
“sound-proof” attic in Cheyne Rew over his 
Frederick the Great, found it necessary to ex- 
plore the battle: fields on the Continent that he 
might. “get the lay of the land” and describe in 
all its vividness the marshaling of the forces for 
the fight. His unremitting efforts resulted in a 
history regarded as one-‘of the greatest in his 
time. .But this procedure may not be adopted 
by future historians, if the Edinburgh confer- 
ence can be taken as a guide, for theré is a 
strong body of opinion turning against tHe ém- 
phasis;on war in history books and against the 
idea of artificial barriers, which may be found 
nowhere more often than in the pages of’ cer- 
tain geographies. ° 
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Editorial Notes 
Quite striking is the characterization of the 
Canton Christian College, at Canton, China, by 
Philip N. Youtz, a former member of its teach- 


ing staff, in Current History Magazine, as a 
“powerful broadcasting station for modern 


thought, as well as a model of higher living.” _ 


The college is not entirely a foreign institution, 
as it is conducted jointly by Chinese an@& Amer- 
ican educators, the professors on the faculty 
representing no less than fifteen denomina- 
tions, thirty American and European universi- 
ties and two races. It is hence with no little 
interest that one reads that in this institution 
may, be found “many of the finest traditions and 
customs of American university life adapted to 
the needs of awakening China.” This awaken- 
ing of China is without doubt destined to be 
one of the great events of the near future, and 
when it is realized that the boys who graduate 
from the various departments will contribute 
much to it, a feeling of satisfaction may be felt 
that it is in good hands. 
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Shakespeare makes a character in King John 
say: “Well, whiles I am a beggar I will rail and 
say there is no sin but to be rich: And being 
rich, my virtue then shall be to say there is-no 
vice but beggary.” Today, however, according 
to an Associated Press dispatch, the beggars 
in Chicago can no longer claim that they are 
poor, for the mendicants of that middle western 
metropolis are receiving from $5 to more than 
$11 a day, and in certain instances as high as 
$20 a day. It is true that some of them are com- 
plaining because “business” is falling off, owing 
to competition. The figures have been compiled 
and made public by R. H. Freund, who con- 
ducted an investigation for the social service 
administration of the University of Chicago. 
In one group of ten, who were observed for a 
total of about 650 minutes, it was estimated 
that for an eight-hour “work” day each of the 
members received $11.46! | 


A fine example of the Golden Rule in. business 
is given to the world in general by the em- 
ployees of James Pender & Co., Ltd., a sub- 
sidiary of the British Empire Steel Corpora- 
tion, who have agreed to work overtime with- 
out pay in order that their firm can compete 
with foreign manufacturers in export siartets. 
The only condition the employees ask is that 
the accrued profits, if there be any such, be shared 
between the employees and the firm. “Such an 
illustration of real co-operation between the 
employer and employee merits attention. At 
least it will be interesting to watch the resuits 
of this worthy venture. 
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Indian Co-operative Societies 


Co-operation in India, ‘which literally did not exist 
thirty years ago, is rapidly becoming a social factor of 
considerable importance, especially in so-called “British” 
India. In general the Indian cooperative societies differ 
from those commonly known in England and the United 
States, in that they concern themselves primarily with 
credit. . 

There are, of course, a few societies which have been 
formed to market the wares of their members to the best 
advantage, but the vast majority exist solely to lend and 
to borrow money. The members pool their réputation 
for honesty, and on this joint security raise the funds to 
pay for diggitig new wells, and to finance their purchases 
of live stock, new agricultural implements and the other 
simple: heeds of a village community. Last, but not least, 
the furlds are used to pay off old debts to the village 
“bunya” or money-lender. 

In most coufitries the co-operative movement has heen 
a spontaneous growth due to the initiative of the workers 
themselves. In India, on the other hand, the workers had 
gently to be led’along the path to co-operation by the 
hand of the Government. 

Tlie ball was started by Sir Frederick Nicholson in 
1898 after previous measures tu improve the lot of the 
peasant proved a failure. On his advice, the Govern- 
ment of India passed a Co-operative Credit Societies Act 
and, having selected a number of the moréd energetic civil 
servants, sent them out into the countryside with the 
terse instruction “found unlimited lability village credit 
societies.” 

> + > 

Below is an example of how it is done. The same 
kind of thing goes on daily in each of the provinces of 
British India. 

The first task is to get the villagers interested. To 
that end, a message is sent the day before to warn them 
to be beneath the village banyan tree at a specified hour 
when they will hear something to their advantage. Pic- 
ture, then, about 9 o'clock in the morning, 200 dark- 
skinned men, some clad only in a loin cloth, squatting 
round the. tree wondering what is going to happen. 
Presently the British official arrives, 

Speaking in the vernacular of the provinces he says, 
“Are any of you in debt?’ Murmurs of assent. Poor 
fellows—they all are! “Do you want to be better off?” 
More murmurs. “See now’ I’ve comé to tell you that the 


' Government, or a Central Bank is ready to let you have 


400. rupees if you will bona fide put up another 400.” 
That rather dashes their hopes. Which of them has 400 
rupees? Not one! And the idea of banding together to 
find the money simply has never occurred to them. 

The Sahib begins again. “Now listen to me,” he says. 
“Which is the biggest man among you?” By common 
consent it is Ram Chandra. “Ram Chandra, what will 
you lend toward the 400 rupees?” After some hesitation 
Ram Chandra proffers 40 rupees. Kalidas Patel who 
comes next proposes 25, but after a little good-humored 
chaff he advances to 30. And so it goes on until the 
whole 400 rupees is promised. “Now,” says the English- 
man, “I know what you men are thinking. You'll get the 
400 rupees and as soon as my back is turnéd take your 
own money back and divide mine up between you.”

Sheepish grins attest the truth ef the accusation. 
“Well you're not going to,’ continues the Englishman. 
“This is how you must use the money. First choose a 
committee; six will be enough.” 

There is much palaver and ultimately six men are 
chosen. Then Purshotam Patel is elected chairman. 

“Purshotam Patel,” says the EHEnghlsh official, “you 
have got 800 rupees, what are you going to do with 
them?” Purshotam Patel scratches Wis leg and says 
nothing. “Ask if there is anyone who wants to buy some 


‘ 


new stock and hasn’t enough money,” prompts the 
Englishman. Purshotam Patet repeats the whispered 
question aloud. Soon it appears that Sita Ram needs a 
bullock and wants to borrow 100 rupees. 

“What are you gding to do now?” asks the Britisher 


of Purshotam Patel. ‘ 
“Give it him,”. says the latter, and makes to count out 


the money. 
“What about the interest?” says the Britisher. 
Purshotam Patel knows all about interest. Has he not 


had to borrow from the “bunya” at 12% to 25 per cent? 


“How are you going to make certain of getting the 


money. back?” is the next question, when the interest 
rate, which usually varies from 1% to 2 pies (9%—12% 
per cent), has been settled. 

So Sita Ram has to provide two sureties to whom it 
must be explained that if Sita Ram defaults they will 
have to pay in full. ‘ 
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Then Purshotam Patel is reminded that he and all the 
other members of the society are jointly and. severally 
liable up to the total amount. of any loans they fail to 
recover. Finally they are presented with simple account 
forms printed in the vernacular and told that the village 
accountant, who is a government official, will help them 
to keep the books and the British civil servant drives 
home to a well-earned breakfast. ; 

“Mind, no budmashes (rascals) in your society or it 
will be a failure,” he fires as a parting shot. Of set 
purpose the Britisher has chosen the most well-to-do 
men in the village, for he knows by bitter experience that 
to admit those who are too deeply in debt to the “bunya” 
handicaps the society to such an extenc that it is prac- 
tically doomed from the outset. So, paradoxically enough, 
those who are in most need of help have to wait till the 
success of the society has roused in them enough of 
emulation to make it possible to trust them not to let the 
society down. “3 

Of course, that is not the end of the story. The seed 
has merely been sown, but it soon germinates and pres- 
ently the little society is standing, if somewhat shakily, 
on its feet. It gets the 400 rupees, possibly free of interest, 
for five years. Long béfore that, it has begun to wipe off 
the old debts and is borrowing at reasonable rates from 
the “Central Banks” which have been established, again 
at Government instigation, by leading Indians in the 


district, . 
ade 


The Central Banks in turn borrow from similar larger 
institutions known as Provincial Banks which complete 
the co-operative pyramid in each province Each of the 
co-operative societies runs itself without any interference 
from the Government except that it must have its ac- 
counts audited once a year by a Government auditor. 

This, as a matter of fact, is the secret of the success of 
the movement for it assures all concerned that the society 
is working according to its bylaws and’that its accounts 
are true. The letter A, B, C, or D In descending order of 
merit which the auditor attaches to each society's books, 
governs all future credit operations. A society which has 
two recent D's to its name gets little credit from the 
Centra] Banks. : 

The figure of 50,314 co-operative societies, which is 
the latest available total, for British India, is 4500 more 
than the previous year, and the figures for the Indian 
states thirty-nine more. The total membership i® over 
1,600,000 for British India with a further 100,000 for the 
Indian states. The capital of the societies is now nearly 
175 rupees per member, while the average membership per 
society is thirty-eight. The small. membership is not 
accident but design, as it is necessary to be absolutely 
certain that every member, knows every other. he 
societies will be encouraged to grow later on. 


The World's Great Capitals: -The Week in London 


London, July 24 
Cc. B. Montague, chief. editorial writer on the 
Manchester Guardian who has been connected with the 
paper 35 years, is to resign at the end of the year to 
devote his time to other literary activities. He is well 


~ known in America through his writings, particularly, “A 


Hind Let Loose,” and “Disenchantment.” 

The lengthy speech recently delivered by Sir John 
Simon, the well-known London lawyer, in a big maritime 
lawsuit, has recalled to the Manchester Guardian that 
the longest forensic speech’ on record was that of 
Coleridge in the Tichborne case, which: lasted for twenty- 
six days; and another lengthy performance was the 
eleven days’ speech of the Attorney-General in the Behr- 
ing arbitration case. Whatever may be said of Sir John’s 
speech, it is certain that some of his great predecessors, 
like Erskine, Brougham and Russell, would have taken 
twieé as long. Judges in the old days were more patient 
than they are now; many of them.had the habit of 
taking naps while the lawyer labored en. 

Long extracts of evidence used to be read. It is 
related that the great Pollock once started to read 300 
letters. After a couple of hours the judge said: “Is it 
necessary to read all those letters, Mr. Pollock?” “Abso- 
lutely,” was the reply, “for I have never seen them.

The National Rose Society of England recently held 
its annual show at the Royal Botanic Gardens and the 
number of varieties on display mounted into many hun- 
dreds.. The beauty and delicacy of numerous varieties 
is entrancing, and is the more remarkable wher? it is 
remembered. that 400 years’ ago there were only two 
varieties of rose in England—white and red. Only about 
forty were known in all EvFope in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, whereas now a French commercial grower of 
roses has 7000 varieties in his gardens. Not the least 
part of the task of developing so many new species of 
this queen of flowers has been the finding of names that 
would do adequate justice to their loveliness. 
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The famous vine at Hampton Court Palace gardens, 
which has fnterested visitors to that lovely spot for 157 
years, is having an especially prolific yield of grapes 
this year. Six hundred and fifty bunches of ripening 
fruit are now. on the vine, ready for cutting in August. 
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The dramatic critics of the London theaters found 
themselves recently filling the réle of the criticized at 
the annual Theatrical Garden Party. For once in a way 
they acted a play and the actors and actresses formed 
the audience. George Grossmith went into print in the 
following day's: Morning Post and criticized every mom- 
ber of the cast. The play was announced as “produced 
by the Critics’ Circle.”

Ann of 
the old fairy tale to signal the arrival. The goods had to 
be cleared by 5 p. m., and this was eventually done with 
a few minutes to spare. The last few days saw goods to 
a value of £280,000 successfully evade the new duties. 
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There has just been started at the Royal Opera 
House, Covent Garden, what is believed to be the world’s 
first gramophone record museum. To start the collec- 
tion Signors Arnoldo Lindi, Benvenuto Franci - and 
Ernesto Badini depositéd records of the songs with which 
they made their London début this season. In future sea- 
sons every new singer at Covent Garden will be invited 
to contribute a record of his or her London premiére.

When, however, it becomes 
the willing “tool of commercial interests and is associ- 
ated with degrading spectacles it forfeits its claim to 
the approval cf right-minded people. . 

The American rodeo in its commercial aspect is an 
attempt to coin physical courage and, skill, together with 
needless cruelty, into dollars and cents. It is the last 
gasping survival of a bygone period in American life 
which was characterized by picturesque adventure and 

ring. 

. There can be no objection to the annual reunions of 
cowboys who gather from the-:ranches for a holiday and 
to exhibit thair skill in riding and other legitimate sports. 

The road show is altogether’‘another proposition. The 
big ones often try to get behind some charitable or- 
ganizat in order more -effectivelysto combat the 
humane societies, believing that public opinion wil! sup- 
port the “Children’s Milk Pund” or the “Hospital Fund” 
or whatever organization it may be to which it is offer. 
ing a percentage of the gate receipts. 

We have proof in the records of court cases that 

even although the animals used in the larger rodeos do 
not suffer for. food, cruelties of the grossest kind are 
practiced upon them, .and. we- believe that the humane 
sentiment of the public should manifest itself by re- 
fusing to contribute to the promoters of such enter- 
prises, : 
It i8 certainly an anachronism for states to enforce 
laws for the protection of animals and to provide for 
the teaching of humane education in the public schools, 
and yet to permit licenses to be issued by public of- 
ficials for exhibitions in which cruelty to animals is 
commonly and notoriously practiced.
